DNA evidence

DNA identification will be admitted as evidence in a 
criminal trial for the first time in Utah’s history after 
a Fourth District judge’s ruling Tuesday. 

Judge Cullen Christensen denied a defense motion 
to suppress DNA identification as evidence in the trial 
of Joe F. Jiron, charged with first-degree murder in 


the death of Shelly Conks. 


Sixteen other states have allowed DNA identification 
as evidence, but this is the first time this ruling has 


been made in Utah. 


“I felt that (Christensen) would probably rule that 
way,” said John Musselman, co-defense attorney for 


Jiron. 


On December 17, 1991, Sgt. Jens Horns of the 
Sheriffs Department found Jiron and his ex-wife in a 
car off the side of State Road 68, west of Utah Lake. 

According to the records, Conks was found dead 
inside the car. Jiron was found burned, and there was 
also a can of gas and matches found near Jiron, on the 


driver’s side of the car. 


The DNA samples were obtained from sperm found 
on Conks’ body. The DNA from these sperm samples 
matched the DNA in Jiron’s blood, according to foren- 


sics reports.

Experts say there is a one-in-32-million chance that 
two individuals would produce the same DNA pattern. 

On August 26, defense attorneys Musselman and 
Dean Zabriskie submitted the motion to Christensen 
stating that DNA identification as evidence would be 
“irrelevant and unfairly prejudicial” to Jiron. 

Christensen ruled that DNA in this case was, “rele- 
vant to determine violence ... (and) not unfairly preju- 
dicial to the defendant. The evidence can be weighed 


Christensen also ruled that “DNA forensics testing 
can produce reliable results.” 

Taylor said, “The (the DNA samples) shows sexual 
activity between (Jiron and Conks). That supports the 
defense theory, too.” 

Judge Christensen ruled that Drs. Charlotte Ward 
and Shannon Odelberg, presented as witnesses by the 
defense, were not experts in the matter. 

According to Steve Hayden, an assistant court clerk 
for Christensen, it is possible that DNA identification 
has been presented as evidence before, but was either 
plea-bargained away or not officially recorded.

BYU football schedule 
ranked 5th toughest

Just when the name Douglas 
Looney was ready to slide out of 
the minds of BYU fans and into a 
tidy position along side Bryant 
Gumble and Barry Switzer in the 
BYU/WAC Basher Hall of Fame, 
the Sports Illustrated writer is 
back, but this time his tongue isn’t 
quite as sharp. 

In this week’s SI, dated Sept. 14, 
Looney raises some age-old ques- 
tions about the quality of the WAC 
that will probably cause some con- 
sternation among San Diego State 
and BYU fans alike. 

Looney brings up the question of 
whether Heisman Trophy hopeful 
Marshall Faulk is a running back 
comparable to Tony Dorsett, 
Herschel Walker or Barry Sanders 
or “merely a guy who runs up 
heavyweight yardage against light- 
weight opponents?” Sound famil- 
iar? It should, the same question 
was commonplace in 1990 when Ty 
Detmer was making a strong show- 
ing for the Heisman. 

When Looney and others get the 
urge to crucify the WAC for being a 
weak conference, full of weak 
teams with weak schedules, they 
may want to get a look at the most 
recent NCAA News. 

In the Sept. 2 issue of the NCAA’s 
official magazine, Richard M. 
Campbell, NCAA Assistant 
Statistics Coordinator, ranks the 
50 Division One schools with the 
toughest 1992 football schedules. 
The rankings are based on one 
question “what did your 
(Division 1) opponents this season 
do last season, bowls included, 
when not playing you?” (See The 
Record Book on page six.) 

For example, figuring Penn State 
into BYU’s ranking would go like 
this: Penn State finished the 1991 
season 11-2, including a win over 
Tennessee in the Fiesta Bowl. Penn 


State’s win over BYU last year is 
deleted, leaving a 10-2 record to be 
figured into BYU’s opponent 
records. The same thing is done for 
all BYU opponents from last year 
that appear on this year’s Cougar 
schedule. New opponents, like 
Notre Dame, are figured by their 
exact 1991 record. 

Based on that formula, BYU’s 
1992 schedule ranks as the fifth- 
toughest among the 107 Division-1 
teams that compete in football, 
according to Campbell. San Diego 
State, for whom Faulk is racking 
up all his yardage, came in with 
the 23rd toughest schedule, hardly 
a position that a team playing 
lightweights would be in. 

In all, five WAC teams are found 
in the top 50. Besides BYU and 
San Diego State, Hawaii is 33rd, 
UTEP is 42nd and Wyoming is 
44th. According to the preseason 
rankings, South Carolina has the 
toughest schedule for the second 
year in a row. Penn State, who 
BYU will play on Oct. 31, ranks 
37th. ; 

In a phone interview Wednesday, 
Campbell said, “These rankings are 
done on records only. It (the rank- 
ings system) doesn’t take into 
account scheduling variables like 
night games and travel so it’s hard 
to be precise.” 

Campbell said the NCAA com- 
piles similar rankings at midsea- 
son and after post season bowl 
games are completed. Those rank- 
ings are based on what a team’s 
opponents are doing during and 
after the season. In last year’s final 
rankings of schedule strength, 
BYU finished 21st. 

Since the NCAA started rating 
schedules, only two teams have 
won the national championship in 
a year when they had the toughest 
schedule. Colorado did it in 1990 
and Penn State turned the trick in 


1982.

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Family leave bill faces Bush again 


WASHINGTON — On the verge of vetoing a family leave bill for the 
second time, President Bush on Wednesday belatedly proposed a $500 
million tax credit alternative to the Democrats’ compulsory approach. 

Bush complained it was “very peculiar and highly political” for the 
Democrats to wait this late in the election year to renew the fight over 
whether businesses should be required to give workers unpaid time off 
to care for a newborn child or sick relative. 

“T think you should be skeptical of any new proposal coming from a 
president with 48 days left until the election,” said George 
Stephanopoulos, communications director for Democratic nominee Bill 
Clinton. 

“Unfortunately, they and my opponents believe in a government-dictat- 
ed mandate that increases costs and loses jobs,” said Bush, adding, 
“There’s an awful lot of politics at play here.” 

The bill passed by Congress would require employers with more than 
50 workers to allow employees up to 12 weeks of unpaid leave annually 
to deal with medical emergencies, including the birth of a child, adoption 
or a sickness in the family. 


Britain attempts to salvage pound 


~HONDON~=Britain frantically tried to stabilize the weakening 
pound Wednesday by hiking interest rates, buying large amounts of the 
currency and suspending its foreign-exchange links to other European 
countries. 

Britain’s actions intensified a sense that cooperation among the power- 
ful nations of Western Europe is splintering even as they are seeking to 
forge closer unity. 

Capping one of the most convulsive trading days ever, the Treasury 
announced late Wednesday it would suspend the pound from the 
European exchange rate mechanism. 

This means Britain no longer is obligated to use interest rate adjust- 
ments to keep the pound within limits specified by agreement with its 
European trading partners. 


Some Taiwan mothers abort females 


TAIPEI, Taiwan — Boys have been outnumbering girls 110 to 100 
among Taiwan’s newborn because some women are having abortions if 
tests show their babies will be female, an official said Wednesday. 

Last year, 169,000 boys and 153,000 girls were born in Taiwan, main- 
taining the 110-100 ratio for the third year, said Lin Huei-sheng, a sec- 
tion chief at the Taiwan Provincial Family Planning Institute. 

The ratio was 106 boys to 100 girls in the 1970s and early 1980s. 

Taiwanese traditionally prefer boys, who can inherit and carry on the 
family name. Some woman have given birth to seven or eight children 
just to have a boy. 

But now women can learn their baby’s sex before birth through the 
medical test amniocenteses. 

“We are not sure what impact the rising number of baby boys will have 
on society,” Lin said. “But the unscrupulous use of modern technology 
must be checked.” 


Debtors helped by back-tax pay plan 


You filed your return without paying all that was due. You are waiting 
on the bill.

Installment agreements have long been a method the IRS uses to col- 
lect back taxes, but wasn’t until the Tax Reform Act of 1986 and the 
Taxpayer Bill of Rights that installment agreements became a part of 
the Internal Revenue Code. 

The IRS advises you to first attempt to borrow to pay your back taxes. 
Interest and penalties charged by the IRS over the period of an install- 
ment agreement may be significantly more than the interest charged by 
lending institutions. 

Another reason for first attempting to borrow is that if the IRS agrees 
to the installment plan, it will probably file a Notice of Federal Tax Lien 
which secures the government’s interest in a taxpayer’s property and 
affects your ability to borrow. Federal tax liens are generally filed in the 
county where taxpayers live or own MeO and are ae a matter of

In 1492, Columbus made his 
famous voyage across the ocean 
blue. In 1992, people around the 
world are celebrating the quincen- 
tennial of this historic event. BYU 
has joined in the commemoration of 
Columbus’s expedition, but also 
acknowledges the American 
Indians who lived in the “New 
World.” 

According to Ted Lyon, director of 
undergraduate studies in the 
David M. Kennedy Center and a 
member of BYU’s Quincentennial 
Committee, BYU wanted to be a 
part of the worldwide celebration. 
The Quincentennial began develop- 


ing its activities a year and a half 
ago. 

The committee decided the 
emphasis would not be placed on 
Columbus discovering a “new 
world.” Rather, as the 
September Quincen- 
tennial. newsletter 
said, the celebration 
will focus on the 
“encounter of two old 
worlds.” 

Lyon said civiliza- 
tions on both the 
American and Euro- 
pean continents were 
well established and advanced, but 
quite isolated. He said there were

Cleaning House 
is wave of future 


The votes are in and the incumbents are out. It would appear people around 
the country are getting fed up with “politics as usual,” and they showed it in 
Tuesday’s primaries. 

Tired of congressmen bouncing checks, giving themselves raises and basically 
being out of touch with reality, the masses are showing up at the polls to turn 
the incumbents out of office. 

And well they should. Government has taken the erroneous position that their 
constituents have given them “carte blanche” when it comes to personal mat- 
ters. No longer will Americans accept the fact that they are required to balance 
their check books while the people “leading” the country seem incapable of 
doing likewise. Americans are tired of tightening their belts while their politi- 


cal leaders loosen theirs to make room for self-appointed pay raises. 


Come January, there will be 95 fledglings in the House and Senate. Nineteen 


house incumbents have so far received the royal boot. 


Nine-term Democratic representative Stephen Solarz from New York couldn’t 


draw enough votes to defeat his competition. That may be because he was quite 
adept at overdrawing checks — to the tune of 743 from the former House bank. 
Solarz was among the top 25 when it came to spending money he didn’t have, 
and he is now the fifth to find himself paying his debt at the polls. 

Chester Atkins, D-Mass., also suffered from his poor money management. He 
wrote 127 rubber checks and they bounced back to bite a chunk out of his sup- 
port. And now he'll bounce out of the house. 

Former 10-term Rep. Mario Biaggi of New York was told “enough is enough” 


when he tried a comeback bid after being convicted of felony. He won parole by 


saying he was near death but then miraculously healed in order to run for the 
Congress. Voters showed him that sick or not, they were sick of him. 
But amazingly, America is not mad enough. The cry of “kick the bums out” 


has not gone nearly as far as it should. Take for example the fact that former 
Washington, D.C. Mayor Marion Barry was the Democratic nomination for a 


city council seat. This despite serving a prison sentence on a drug conviction. 


And Rep. Nicholas Mavroules (D-Mass.) squeaked out a nomination after 


being indicted on federal extortion charges last month. This will be his eighth 


term if re-elected. 


And five-term Minnesota Democrat Rep. Gerry Sikorski narrowly slipped past 
his opposition, even though Sikorski had written 697 bad checks. 

We can see that America is literally cleaning House — and the Senate, too. 
But as mother always said, “Don’t stop scrubbing until all the dirt is gone.”

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Kuril Islands to Japan 


Boris Yeltsin’s countrymen are making a 
big mistake. By not allowing Yeltsin the 
power to negotiate about the Kuril Islands, 
Russia is cutting off its nose to spite its 
face. 

Instead of holding on to past grievances 
and fostering paranoia against the 
Japanese, Russia should be willing to com- 
promise for the sake of its people. The 
Japanese have resources the Russians 
need and the Japanese request that the 
islands be returned is not unreasonable. 

The Kuril Islands are a group of four 
strategic islands in the northern territo- 
ries of Japan controlled by the Soviets 
since World War II. Soviet occupation of 
these islands has perpetuated poor Russo- 
Japanese relations and, as a result, World 
War II has never offi- 
cially ended between the 
two countries. 

Soviet occupation of 
the islands has indeed © 
been a bane to the Pacific island nation, 

_making trade difficult for Japan. The four 
islands effectively block trade-ship move- 
ment around the northern coast of 

Hokkaido. 

Japan wants these islands back. 

When the islands were captured more than 
a million Japanese on the islands were 
forced into Siberian labor camps for more 
than 11 years. This action angered the 
Japanese after World War II, but they are 
willing now to discuss economic aid with 
their former enemy on the one condition 
that they get back what is rightly theirs. 

Shibusawa Masahide, author of “Japan 
and the Asian Pacific Region,” said that in 
1974, when Japan and the USSR met to 
discuss outstanding questions of World 
War II, the Soviets refused to discuss the 
Kuril Islands issue. 

Those Russians against Yeltsin’s trip to 
Tokyo still fear losing any part of Russian 
territory, and they are especially wary of 
letting it go to one of their longtime ene- 
mies. Japan has said Russia can forget 
any substantial economic help until the 
Kurils are returned, but all of that is moot 
with Yeltsin’s cancellation. 

If relations were bad before, they’re like- 
ly to be even worse now, because the 


Japanese will most certainly be offended 
at least by the cancellation and at most by 
the Russians’ unwillingness to negotiate. 

It’s poor foreign policy to offend a major 
hope for economic aid, but that is exactly 
what the Russians will have done. In addi- 
tion, they have shown themselves to be 
obstinate and uninterested in improving 
Russo-Japanese relations. 

The Japanese have made it clear their 
one stumbling block to friendly relations 
with Russia. is the issue of the Kuril 
Islands. The Russian’s refusal to bargain 
has shown them to be not only stubborn, 
but also shortsighted. 

The desire to maintain a strategic 
stronghold in the Pacific is not entirely 
unreasonable, but Russia does not have 
the same power the 
Soviet Union once did. 
With the dissolution of 
the Soviet Communist 
government, Russia has 
lost the bargaining power that came with 
being a world superpower. Russia must 
now be willing to compromise if it expects 
to function in the world arena. 

One possible compromise is for Russia to 
relinquish sovereignty of two of the 
islands. While Japan has said it will only 
discuss economic aid if all four are 
returned, it may be willing to accept such 
a Russian proposal. 

It wouldn’t hurt to find out if the 
Japanese would accept such a proposal. 

Russia should feel a moral obligation to 
return the islands. In addition, it has 
much to gain from improved Russo- 
Japanese relations. Relinquishing the 
islands might take away a-small bit of 
pride and some limited power, but it would 
also likely guarantee them many more 
loaves of bread and political security for 
future generations. 

The Japanese, also, would gain from 
such a union. They would be allied with a 
country that, although it can no longer be 
considered the great superpower it once 
was, still commands much respect in the 
world arena.

Wednesday. “I’ve never said any- 
thing racial.

drying your ¢ar is good because it 
protects against water spots that, 
after a while, become permanent. 

However, even drying your car 
requires a few precautions. 

It is important to make sure the 
car wash uses soft cloths or terry 
cloth towels, according to auto 
body centers. Be sure that the 
towels and cloths are clean before 
they apply them to your car. It is 
also recommended that the cloths 
aren’t washed with fabric soften- 
ers, because such softeners tend 
to curtail water absorption. 

You will also find that most car 
wash specialists will include a 
wax with their full-service wash. 
Auto body specialists differ in 
what they recommend, but most 
say that it is important to ask 
what kind of wax is being used at 
the wash places. 

Most places use a hot wax, 
which puts a film on your car. 
Although this isn’t necessarily 
detrimental to your car, such 
waxes generally dissolve more 
quickly than heavy-duty waxes or 
polishes. Some waxes do cause 
certain types of paints to fade, so 
check with your auto center on 
what types of wax could be dam- 
aging to your car. 

A number of full-service wash 
centers are located in the Provo- 
Orem area. Most offer brushless 
washes, interior vacuum, vinyl 
protectant, undercarriage wash, 
waxes and other specialized ser- 
vices. Different combinations are 
available for various prices. 

There are also several coin- 
operated wash places that allow 
you to do-it-yourself, if you don’t 
mind getting wet and you have a 
lot of quarters.

Mountain biker paradise 
found in S. Utah desert

Amid the barrenness of the Utah 


desert mountains, avid mountain 
bikers have found a jewel they call 
the Garden of Eden. 

Mount Peal in the La Sal moun- 
tain range is more than 12,721 feet 
above sea level. In stark contrast to 
the desert floor below, the La Sal 
area is a pine-covered mountain 
paradise. The temperature is gen- 
erally 15 to 20 degrees cooler than 
the desert and the seasons are 
more defined. 

Russ Donoghue, spokesperson for 
the Grand County Travel Council, 
said more than 50,000 visitors will 
visit the mountain bike trail near 
Moab this year. 

“The La Sal area is being devel- 
oped to accommodate the increased 
number of bikers by creating rustic 
picnic and campground areas ... the 
trails that are being developed will 
exist on old mining or logging roads 
provided by the Bureau of Land 
Management,” Donoghue said. 

There are guided tours offered in 
the La Sal area that include din- 
ner; for the more rustic biker, they 
have the “no frill” package. 

The Slickrock area near Moab is 
another exciting and challenging 
place for mountain bikers to test 
their skills.

CIA’s role 
examined in 
China protest

WASHINGTON — The CIA sta- 
tion chief in China left the country 
two days before Chinese troops 
massacred pro-democracy demon- 
strators in 1989, after predicting 
that the military would not move 
against the protesters, U.S. offi- 
cials say. 

This, despite the fact that China’s 
government had declared martial 
law 12 days earlier and moved tens 
of thousands of troops to the out- 
skirts of Beijing in preparation for 
removing the demonstrators from 
Tiananmen Square. 

The CIA had sources among the 
fledgling pro-democracy. movement 
led, hy. several dozen:students»-»\- - 

he agency’helped China’s stu- 
dent activists form their anti-gov- 
ernment movement, providing 
typewriters, fax machines and 
other equipment to help them 
spread their message, said one offi- 
cial who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 

The departure of the station chief 
in China “left the CIA’s secret net- 
work of agents and other sources 
inside China in disarray,” accord- 
ing to a new book about the CIA by 
author Mark Perry. 

The agency was insrumental in 
an underground network that res- 
cued 15 of the 21 anti-government 
leaders on China's most wanted 
list, Perry wrote.
